Southwick St. Speedway - 
It’s A Free Ride For All 


To The Editor: 

I'm writing on behalf of all the residents of 
Southwick Street who have lived on Southwick 
Speedway. |, myself, have had the pleasure of 25 
years. Twenty-five years of accidents in front of 
my house. Accidents on the hill. Cars drag racing 
with cars. Cars drag racing with tractor trailer 
trucks. Cars passing on the left when you're trying 
to make a left hand turn and vice-versa. Motor- 
cycles racing with cars and motorcycles. Many 
deaths on the hill and many near deaths. 

Southwick Street speedway has almost taken 
the life of my youngest daughter and her friend. | 
was lucky my oldest daughter stayed on Carmel 
Lane. This incident happened on Tuesday, April 
20th, 1993. Yes, this was spring vacation. 

My children were riding their bikes on Carmel 
Lane and they were crossing to come home. My 
oldest daughter was crossing her sister and a 
friend when a nice man stopped to let them cross. 
Another car came through the light and did not 
slow down for the stopped car and rear-ended the 
man. 

My heart was in my throat because | knew it 
was the girls. When | went out, my little one made 
it across and her friend and my oldest one saw the 
car and she stayed where she was. There were no 
serious injuries. 

On this same day, we had two other near 
misses with other cars not stopping. Needless to 
say, my girls stayed home the rest of the day. 

On another occasion, my neighbor backed out 
of her driveway and she stopped on the east side 
of the road and | was crossing my daughter. | look- 
ed at the light at the intersection of North West 
and South West and Southwick Street intersec- 
tion. It was red on Southwick Street, so | told her 
to go and she stepped into the road to cross. Acar 
came out of South West Street, racing around the 
corner and almost hit her. This was the second 
time and I’m really leery of the third time. 

5:00 p.m.—Southwick speedway then becomes 
the LeMans. The traffic light has no meaning. If 
they stop, fine. If not, it’s another notch in their 
belts. At the squeal of the brakes, we stand with 
the telephone in hand, waiting for the crash so we 
can call 911. 

12:00 Midnight—We turn into Indianapolis 500. 
There is no stopping them. It’s open road. One 
night, we had a motorcycle come off the hill and 
the light turned. He tried to stop, but could not, so 
he laid the bike down and slid threw the light. 

In front of my house | have a sign that reads 
“Speed Limit 40.” Translation—SO-plus. East 
bound-on the road, there is also a ‘‘Speed Limit 
40” sign. Translation—50-plus. 

Children walking to school. Buses picking 
children up and dropping them off in hopes that 
the cars will stop. And not just on the opposite 
side of the street, but behind them. 

When the town of Southwick has a motorcross, 
it’s bumper to bumper. Weekends in general, 
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especially if it’s a good weekend, we have no luck 
getting out of our driveways. During the week, we 
have a chance from 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. 

| have seen traffic increase through the years 
with the town of Southwick pullalng: and we have 
increased housing and building. raffic has in- 
creased and it’s not even because Stop and Shop 
is going in. ; 

Traffic is going to be a problem even if the new 
Route 57 goes through. Progress—it happens. 

Southwick Street speedway. You really do.not 
have to go to Riverside. You can have all the enter- 
tainment you want. And it’s free. ‘

Aggressive Economics 
A Must For Our State 


Perhaps the strongest concern among Western 
Massachusetts ciizens in the last year has been 
to revitalize the local economy. Even the war room 
of President Clinton’s campaign bore a single, 
poignant poster-board sign that read: “The 
Economy, Stupid.” 

In short, this was testament to the foremost 
issue at the top of America’s agenda—economic 
revitalization must be first among our list of 
priorities. 

Throughout the entire Commonwealth, each 
region has experienced the crushing blows of a 
deteriorating job market. Massachusetts has lost 
over 400,000 jobs, one-eighth of our total employ- 
ment base. In the Pioneer Valley, we have been hit 
particularly hard with over 31,000 jobs lost and an 
unemployment rate nearing 10%. 

These grim statistics must change if 
Massachusetts can expect to compete in a 
rapidly-changing global economy.

It includes creating “economic 
Opportunity zones” such as enterprise zones to 
address the ongoing concerns of high unemploy- 
ment in our area. $6, :

Children To Use Drugs

The following is a list compiled by educators 
for use as part of the D.A.R.E. curriculum. The list 
was formulated to demonstrate to parents that 
they often contribute to the reasons behind their 
child’s negative behavior. 

In a world where single parents are fast becom- 
ing the rule rather than the exception—and in 
homes where both parents must work to make 
ends meet—the family unit is taking a back seat 
to other considerations. 

Consequently, we as parents do the following: 

1. Never eat together as a family. 

2. Never have family outings which occur week- 
ly, monthly, or annually that they can look forward 
to as a family unit. 

3. Talk TO your children, not WITH them; never 
listen. 

4. Punish your children in public and never 
praise them or reinforce their positive behavior. 

5. Always solve their problems; make their deci- 
sions for them. 

6. Leave the responsibility of teaching morality 
and spiritual training to the schools and the 
church. 

7. Never let the children experience cold, 
fatigue, adventure, injury, risk, challenge, ex- 
perimentation, failure, frustration, discourage-

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Melconian Blasts Insurance Industry 
For Massive Media Blitz On ‘‘Choice”’ 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) an- 
nounced that last week, a wave washed over the 
Commonwealth and Western Massachusetts was 
not spared. “The automobile insurance industry’s 
lobbying group INFORM opened its campaign by 
blitzing the auto consumers with telephone calls, 
high-gloss mailers on non-recyclable cover stock 
paper, and full page advertisements in local 
newspapers ranging in price from better than 
$6,000 per ad. . 

“Many concerned consumers are calling my of- 
fices after receiving calls and flyers, and are con- 
fused and misinformed,” stated Melconian. ‘I do 
not support S.534, a bill proposed by the 
automobile insurance industry. | feel that the 
‘choice’ system causes confusion for consumers 
and in the states that have adopted such a 
system, thresholds have not provided long-term 
rate relief. : 

“The current no-fault system is a failed system, 


and | have long advocated the scrapping of this 
system. My bill, H.3774, which would abolish no- 
fault, would make health care insurance primary, 
mandate all cases to mediation or arbitration, pro- 
vide for stringent anti-fraud measures and hold 
the industry and agents, doctors, and attorneys 
more accountable. Furthermore, | want to see 
competition among the insurance companies to 
an end to the unequal territorial structure. 

“No doubt the issue of reforming the auto in- 
surance system will be heating up and more calls 
and circulars can be expected,”’ Melconian em- 
phasized. She advises those who receive 
telephone calls to discuss the issues and ask 
questions of the caller.

Walsh Strongly Supports Child Abuse 
As A Felony In Massachusetts 


State Representative Michael P. Walsh 
(D-Agawam) recently announced that the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives passed 
legislation that would make the act of child abuse 
a felony. 

By establishing a law that addresses penalties 
for those convicted of child abuse, Represen- 
tative Walsh believes the court system will have a 
more appropriate set of guidelines from which to 
hand out punishment. 

“Massachusetts is the only state in the nation 
that does not have a child abuse statute. Current- 
ly, those in the commonwealth who are charged 
with physically abusing a child are tried under an 
assault statute which is a misdemeanor. Believ- 
ing that abusing kids is one of the most 

deplorable acts imaginable, | am confident this 









measure will go a long way towards bringing 
Massachusetts in line with the rest of the nation,” 
said Walsh. 

Walsh said the measure, which received over- 
whelming support from his colleagues in the 
House, would make the abuse of a child a felony 
punishable by imprisonment of up to 20 years. 
Under the bill, physical abuse is defined as a con- 
tusion, laceration, burn, fracture, or condition 
which imperils a child’s health or welfare. 

“The protection of children must be at the 
forefront of any laws in this area. By setting strict 
penalties for those convicted of causing harm to 
children, Massachusetts recognizes that child 
abusers need to be dealt a severe penaity when 
convicted of any such crime. Our kids demand no 
less,” stated Walsh.

Cheers! Life Has 
Real Meaning! 


Odds are that you were one of the millions who 
watched the final episode of Cheers, the popular, 
long-running sitcom whose set was based on a 
Boston bar. If not, you’ve probably heard about it. 

_ Sam Malone, the resident barkeep brings the 
final show toward a close with the question, 
“What is the meaning of life?” Answers are sug- 
-— A comfortable pair of shoes? Children? 

ove? Is there any meaning at all? 

The Cheers cast never really comes to a conclu- 
sion on this crucial question. On television you 
can do that, but we don’t have that luxury in real 
life. So ... do you know what the meaning of life 
really is? What would you say if someone asked 
you? 

Actually,. you’d probably give a light, funny 
answer and hope the question was dropped. 
When asked the same question, Woody Allen is 
reported to have said, “You ask about the mean- 
ing of life ... Good Lord, | don’t even know my way 
around Chinatown!” Laughter, smiles ... but the 
question still doesn’t go away. 

To answer the big question of life’s meaning, 
we need to break it down to smaller questions: 
Why is the universe here? Why am | here? Is 
history moving to a purpose, a goal, an end? Are 
there any objective values that give meaning to 

life? What makes something or someone signifi- 
cant or meaningful? Put together, these questions 
frame the larger questions of life’s meaning? 


Some suggest that life has no meaning. The 
universe and life that exists in it are the product of 
random chance. Humans are the result of random

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mvuiations. There are no real values, just likes and 
distikes. Life is absurd and meaningless. Suicide 
may very well be one’s best option in this life. 

Actually, if the story of evolution is true, the 
above is logical. But why do we live as if life and 
people have meaning and value? Why even 
discuss ideas, for they serve no purpose at all? No 
one can live this position consistently. 

A much more popular answer Is this: Yes, the 
universe is a cosmic accident and humans are the 
product of chance and yes, life is not moving 
toward any specific purpose. There are no ab- 
solute values in life, but you make values for 
yourself that bring you satisfaction. Create your 
own values for yourself that bring you satisfac- 
tion. Create your own values and live for them! 

So, someone may live for success, or posses- 
sions, or family. They give your life meaning 
because you have determined them and they give 
you satisfaction. This has a nice ring to it, but is it 
a satisfactory answer to the meaning of life? | 
think not. 

What happens if what you believe gives you 
meaning escapes you? If you live for your 
children, and they are killed in an accident, do you 
no longer have value or meaning? If the success 
that you've lived for crumbles into failure, why 
shouldn’t you commit suicide? 
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In addition, if meaning and values are self- 
determined, then one cannot rationally object to 
Hitler’s killing of Jews or Ted Bundy’s rapes and 
murders. Their actions gave them a sense of pur- 
pose and satisfaction. 

The Bible provides a third answer to the mean- 
ing of life, which best Jives with the world around 
us. Speaking of God, the Bible says, ‘‘All things 
were created by Him and for Him.” 

The universe and humans were created by God 
and for Him. They will find ultimate satisfaction in 
living within his guidelines. 

Because God is moral, there are absolute moral 
laws. Some things are always went as determin- 
ed by a Creator God. The struggle between good 
and evil will end with justice being served for all 
wrongs and God will be victorious. 

People have value because they are created in, 
the Image of God. That value is seen in God’s will- 
ingness to sacrifice His Son for the forgiveness of 
our sins, so that justice will be served. People 
have value and purpose, regardless of their 
failures or what others think of them. 

God is the source of life’s values and meaning. 
Knowing Him and living for Him brings ultimate 
satisfaction. There is not a more reasonable and

Too Much Month... 
Not Enough Money? 


All too often, many people that | talk to regar- 
ding finances have too much month left at the end 
of the money. They don’t have “extra income” to 
invest for their future ... the present is tough 
enough. 

Nevertheless, if you want to get ahead, you 
must clearly understand that no matter what your 
income, you can find money to save. It’s a matter 
of repositioning your income and priorities. 

Typically, | hear, ‘‘Building your financial future 
is a great idea, but my family doesn’t have any ex- 
tra money to invest each month ... we just barely 
get by.” If this is you, don’t give up too easily. 

If you’re serious about building financial securi- 
ty for you and your family, there are ways to ar- 
range your present income (what you actually are 
earning NOW) to free up funds for investment. 

Let’s look at some options... 


1. Pay yourself first. This is one of the most im- 
portant financial concepts that you must put into 
effect. Paying yourself first means putting 
yourself and your family before any other 
demands on your money. 

Deposit a set amount each and every month in- 
to a savings program, no matter what other finan- 
cial obligations you have. 


2. Adjust your priorities. If you’re like most peo- 
ple, you spend money on things that you don’t 
really need ... or you don’t really manage the 
money you do have ... you just spend as expenses 
come up. 

Don’t feel bad about this, everyone does it. It 
takes a little more time to develop a management 
attitude about your spending habits, but it’s 
essential that you “get control” of your spending. 


3. Establish a budget. Budgeting is probably the 
best way to take control of spending. Determining 
what you will spend on certain items, and sticking 
to the plan, can make a world of difference in 
where your money goes. Budgeting is also a great 
way to determine where you’re wasting money. 

As a family exercise, keep a budget for one 
month. Don’t make it so much trouble you won't 
keep it up ... just a rough record will do. Whenever 
family money is spent, jot it down on a budget 
sheet or even a legal pad. | promise you that at the 
end of the month, you’ll have a real eye-opener. 
You'll be amazed at how the little things add up to 
big dollars! 


4. Adjust your lifestyle. Along with controlling 
your money comes the matter of priorities ... and 
along with setting priorities comes one tough rule 
of life ... you can’t have everything! If you want to 
achieve financial security, you may have to make 
sacrifices for a period of time. A part of the 
budgeting process is distinguished between what 
you need and what you want. 

For example: you might need a second car, but 
you might want a Cadillac. Too often, purchases 
(even major ones) are made on the basis of 
“want.” If you’re really ready to get serious about 
your financial future, you may have to postpone 
some of your desires and wants. It’s a kind of 
trade-off ... do without something now so that you 
can have more later. 

| know it’s tough, but in most cases, it simply 
has to be done. And often, it can be done in basic 
ways that simply eliminate extravagance without 
any decrease in enjoyment. 


§. Earn additional income. If your family income 
is very modest, things may still be so tight that it’s 
tough to invest more than $10 to $20 a month. If 
you want to make more significant progress, con- 
sider taking a part-time job to get the extra in- 
come for starting your investment program. 

I’m not saying it’s a piece of cake. Work is work. 
But I'll tell you, a little hard work never hurt 
anybody ... and believe me, the rewards are worth 
it 


Consider part-time work for all members of your 
family. There’s nothing wrong with your children 
making a contribution to their expenses. Summer 
jobs or part-time weekend jobs can provide the 
kids with their own spending money, and thereby 
eliminate another area of expense from the family 
budget. And that equals more money to invest! 


6. Realign your assets. Another way to free up 
additional income for savings and investment is 
to realign your assets. This simply means that you 
move around assets you have to produce cash. 
You may be able to free up money to get your in- 
vestment plan started immediately.

For example, take some of the money that you 
have in a passbook savings account earning less 
than 3% and put it into an asset management 
mutual fund. i ; 

7. Avoid the credit trap. Credit cards are good 
for convenience and emergencies ... but be 
careful to avoid the common pitfalls of “plastic 
money.” Pay off your charges at the end of each 
billing period; otherwise, you may pay 18-21% in 
finance charges. (Most banks now charge $20 to 
$30 or more just to issue a card, whether you use 
it or not!) : 

Be careful not to overspend. It’s so easy to say 
“charge it,” but you'll have to pay up sooner or 
later. : 

For major purchases, save your money and pay 
cash instead. If you must use:an installment loan 
for a necessary major purchase (like a family car, 
appliances, or furniture), finance as little as possi- 
ble and pay. it off as soon as possible. - 

Don’t load up your loan contract with extras like 
credit life or disability insurance.

The good news is that there are ways to 
minimize the pain of a job loss. Here are some 
steps you may consider to prepare for the 
possibility of a job loss: 


e Spend wisely and build a cash reserve. Saving 
is important in good economic times, but it is 
critical if there is a job layoff on the horizon. Some 


things to keep in mind when deciding how much 
to save in a cash reserve include the amount of 


severance pay that may be available, the increas- 
ed cost of insurance after leaving the job, medical 
insurance deductibles that may need to be paid in 
an emergency, and job-hunting expenses. 

e Know your rights when it comes to benefits. 


«©The Consolidated Omnibus Budget Reconcilia- 


tion Act of 1986 (COBRA) rules mandate that all 
companies with more than 20 employees must of- 
fer group insurance coverage for a minimum of 18 
months after you leave the job. The cost of this 


2 ee 
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coverage to the former employee is generally 
higher than when you were employed by the com- 
pany. Even so, it often makes sense to continue 
coverage through a former employer rather than 
trying to find new insurance coverage after a job 
layoff. The group coverage also can help tide you 
over on your new job if you are facing a waiting 
period to obtain coverage under your new com- 
pany’s plan. 

Your former employer must notify you within 44 
days of the event that makes you eligible for 
COBRA benefits. You then have 60 days to decide 
whether or not you want coverage. It’s important 
that you respond to your former employer within 
this ‘grace period.” If you don’t, your rights to 
coverage may expire and you will no longer been- . 
titled to extension of group coverage. 


© Take care in rolling over retirement money. 
Congress has passed a new law, taking effect in 
1993, that will require former employers to 
withhold 20 percent of lump-sum pension distribu- 
tions if the money is withdrawn and not transfer- 
red to a new employer’s plan or to an IRA. And if 
the employee isn’t 59%2, an additional 10 percent 
penalty will be assessed for early withdrawal.

Shop For The Right

As mortgage interest rates remain at nearly

| know | told you that it would be a few weeks 
before | unleashed more motion picture disasters, 
but after a recent visit to the video store, | found 
even more catastrophic films | could not wait to 
tell you about! 

* Basic Instinct 

Director: Paul Verhoeven. 1992. Rated R. 2 hours 
and 10 minutes. Starring: Michael Douglas, Sharon 
Stone, George Dzundza, Jeanne Tripplehorn, and 
Stephen Tobolowsky. 

“What is Basic Instict doing on his film disaster 
list?” I’m sure I’ve come pretty close to what you 
are asking, so please allow me to explain. 

Some may argue that Basic Instinct is a great 
film. In order to make such a statement, one must 
know what a great film is. A great film consists of 
a strong and original storyline, good editing, good 
acting, and a wholesome theme. Upon application 
of this notion, it is easy to see that Basic Instinct is 
anything but a great film. 

The storyline is quite obviously in the same vein 
as Fatal Attraction in that it consists of a psychotic 
female who is after a good-looking guy; so, regar- 
ding originality, this is not something we haven't 
already seen a million times in recent years. 

The editing in Basic Instinct is horrendous! How 
in the world this film was nominated for an Oscar 
for editing is beyond me! Michael Douglas virtual- 
ly totals a Mustang’s front end during an action 
sequence in this film, yet only a few frames later, 
the car’s front end is pristine! 

As for acting, Michael Douglas plays his typical 
sex-starved male role as he did in his innumerable 
other films which all revolve around the same 
premise. Consequently, his performance in Basic 
Instinct proves to be nothing shy of boring. As for 
the infamous Sharon Stone, I’m sure we all 
already know that it certainly was not her acting 
that caused a media blitz for her from this film. 

So far, we have seen Basic Instinct fail three of 
the four requirements for being a great film. A 
final ‘great film’ quality is a wholesome theme; 
Basic Instinct and the word “wholesome” don’t 
even belong in the same sentence! 

The film consists of and closes with the typical 
and gratuitous sex scenes that modern-day 
Hollywood seems to rely much too heavily upon 
these days to draw an audience. Basic Instinct pro- 
ves to be nothing more than an “R’” rated porn 
film with enough female-exploitive smut to last 
Hollywood for years to come! Class is something 
this film ignores. 

In a nutshell, this film lacks originality, good ac- 
ting, acceptable editing, and in no way delivers 
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any socially redeeming theme. It is the perfect 
symptom of a worsening sickness that Hollywood 
is suffering from ... giving in to the “sex sells” 
theory. (If this theory works, then why do the 
highest-grossing movies of all time contain no 
sex scenes?) 

Enough with the smut already! Where's Spiel- 
berg and Lucas when we need them most? 0 
STARS. (Very mature audiences only.) 


* Dick Tracy : 

Director: Warren Beatty. 1990. Rated PG. 2 hours. 
Starring: Warren Beatty, Madonna, Glenne Headly, Al 
Pacino, Dustin Hoffman, James Caan, - Mandy 
Patinkin, Paul Sorvino, Charles Durning, Dick Van 
Dyke, R.G. Armstrong, and William Forsythe. 

After the phenomenal success of Tim Burton's 
Batman, Dick Tracy tried to mimic the success of 
comic-book character films. Unfortunately, it lack- 
ed the whimsical appeal that this genre of film 
tends to rely heavily upon. 

Part of the reason why Dick Tracy fails is 
because the storyline is weak. What saves the day 
is the artistic decision to use a limited array of 
colors for costumes and sets. The uniquely bright 
set design (in collaboration with a wide range of 
interesting bad guys) gives the film its comic- 
book tone. So bad does the storyline suffer that 
this creativity sets the film off-balance. 

With the obvious exceptions of such Hollywood 
heavies as Al Pacino and Dustin Hoffman, the 
lead-role acting by Warren Beatty and Madonna 
are only mediocre; their performances pale com- 
pared to Pacino’s and Hoffman’s. 

Although | hesitate to consider Dick Tracy a 
complete failure, it certainly exemplifies some 
film production carelessness. A stronger plot and 
a different cast arrangement could have made 
Dick Tracy a much better film. 2 STARS. (Mature 
audiences.) 


* Pet Sematary ~ 

Director: Mary Lambert. 1989. Rated R. I hour and 
42 minutes. Starring: Dale Midkiff, Fred Gwynne, and 
Denise Crosby. 

Movie adaptations of Stephen King’s novels are 
either very good or very bad; Per Sematary is one 
that is very bad. The inane storyline is much better 
suited for a novel because it certainly doesn’t 
work on the screen. 

An overabundance of unnecessary gore and 
lame special effects not only make this film a bad 
one, but also a disturbing one. The film certainly 
does not leave the viewer with a good feeling after 
watching it! 

If you are a daredevil and decide to rent this 
disaster, note the concluding action sequence: a 
doll is used in place of a child actor. That's right, 
you can actually see that what was supposed to 
be a live child was really a toy used as a prop. This 


type of shoddy filmmaking is characteristic of the © 


film as a whole. 

Pet Sematary is a film that displays tasteless 
gore and shoddy production value: If you do rent 
this one, don’t expect quality entertainment 
because all it will do is leave you repulsed, con- 
fused, and disgusted. % STAR. (Mature au- 
diences strongly advised.)

Strawberry Season 


_ With the first fresh berries close at hand, it’s 
time to start thinking about all the good things 
that can be made with our wonderful local 
strawberries. An excellent source of vitamin C, 
strawberries are high in fiber and low in calories 
(45 calories per cup), making them a good nutri- 
tional choice. 

In general, smaller berries are more flavorful 
than the larger ones, which sometimes tend to be 
watery. Do not wash them until you are ready to 
use them; they may be stored in the refrigerator 
for 2-3 days. 

Strawberries should not be frozen whole, as 
they are mushy when thawed, but a delicious 
puree cah be made, either before or after freezing. 
Freeze them dry, without sugar. Do not wash them 
prior to freezing. For best results, spread the ber- 
ries out on trays, put in the freezer uncovered, and 
— frozen, pack them into freezer containers or 

ags. 


STRAWBERRY OR RASPBERRY SAUCE 
Makes about 2 cups 
1 quart of fresh strawberries or raspberries (or 2 
pockages of frozen berries, partially defrosted) 
jar to “taste”; about 1 cup for fresh berries or 1 
tablespoon for frozen berries 
34 tablespoons freshly squeezed lemon juice 

Puree the berries, half the sugar called for, and 
3 tablespoons of lemon juice in a blender or food 
processor until sugar is completely dissolved, 
about 2-3 minutes. 

Taste carefully to be sure there are no tiny un- 
dissolved granules. Puree in more ouger by 
spoonful if meeded and more lemon juice by 
droplets. Sieve if necessary, to remove seeds and 
seed residue. 

Refrigerate in a covered bowl, where the sauce 
will keep for a day or two.

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STRAWBERRY AND RHUBARB ROLL 
Makes 5-6 servings 
1¥% cups plus one tablespoon sugar 
1 cup water 
2 cups flour 
Ys teaspoon salt 
2¥2 teaspoons baking powder 
Ys cup butter 
ve cup milk 
4 cup diced rhubarb 
1 cup halved strawberries 
1 tablespoon cinnamon 
Whipped cream 

Preheat oven to 400F. 

In a saucepan, combine one cup of the sugar 
with the water. Bring to a boil and boil five 
minutes. Pour into a 6x10” or 8x8” baking dish. 

Sift together the flour, salt, one tablespoon of 
the remaining sugar and the aul powder into a 
bowl. With @ pastry blender or the fingertips, work 
the butter into the dry ingredients until mixture 
resembles coarse oatmeal. 

Stir in the milk just until, ingredients are 
moistened. Turn onto a lightly floured board and 
knead 30 seconds. 

Roll into a 15x8” rectangle. Spread with the 
fruit. Combine remaining sugar with the cin- 
namon and sprinkle over fruit. Starting at the long 
end, roll like a jellyroll. Cut into 10 or 12 pieces 
bate place, cut side up. In the syrup in the baking 

ish. 

Bake 25-30 minutes, or until done. Serve hot, 
with whipped cream.

Serves 8 
2 cups evaporated milk 
1 egg white 
1¥%2 cups sugar 
1 cup crushed strawberries 
Y2 cup orange juice 

Chill evaporated milk thoroughly. Put in a bowl, 
set in_a pan of ice, add egg white and beat until 
stiff. Beat in the sugar, crushed strawberries and 
orange juice. Turn into a mold and freeze. (Note: 
The original recipe called for turning into a mold 
or freezer, pack in ice or salt, and letting the mix- 
ture stand until frozen.) Freeze for at least 3-4 
hours. 

New York state is known for its strawberry 
shortcake biscuit (and the strawberries as well), 
originally made from a soft dough patted out ona 
board with no kneading and as little handling as 
possible. With the addition of egg to the dough, it 
could be patted onto sweetened fruits to make 
cobblers. 
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FRESH STRAWBERRY FROSTING 

7/4 cup sliced, fresh strawberries 
2 egg whites (unbeaten) 
1¥2 cup sugar 
5 tablespoons strawberry puree 
% teaspoon light corn syrup 
% teaspoon lemon juice 

Press strawberries through a fine wire sieve. 
Combine egg whites, sugar, 5 tablespoons puree, 
corn syrup, and lemon juice in top of double 
boiler, beating with rotary egg beater until 
thoroughly mixed. ss 

Place over rapidly boiling water, beating con- 
stantly with rotary egg beater, and cook 6-7 
minutes, or until frosting will stand in peaks. 
Remove from boiling water and beat until thick 
enough to spread.

All classes sang songs which they had learned 
about their country before the competition began.

Agawam High School Peer Leaders visited 
eighth grade students at the Agawam Junior High 
School during social studies classes last week to 
show them a videotaped tour of AHS during a nor- 
mal class day. 

Peer Leaders also explained various aspects of 
AHS for students that would become freshmen 
next year. The bell schedule was explained with a 
pass-out sheet. Student were told that the first- 
period class acted as homeroom, and that it 
began at 7:35 a.m. (with a warning bell five 
minutes earlier).

Peer Leader Linda Labonte said, “The first 
week you may have physical education twice a 
week. Then you would have it three times the next 
week. It depends on whether you have it during an 
A or B day.” 

Peer Leader Kathy Arenstam said there were 
four lunch lines that offered alternate menus—a 
potato or salad bar, the hot meal, and ‘“‘an ice 
cream tray.” 

Students also learned they would be assigned a 
“permanent locker’ for grates nine through 12, 
and could enjoy a breakfast menu in the school 
cafeteria on Thursday cee

Golf Tip Of The Week

Lifting the heel 

Aslight lifting or rolling of the left heel is acom- 
mon problem that may exist from the beginning or 
slip into a golfer’s swing gradually. 

Basically, this error is responsible for what pro 
Ray Williams calls “the menagerie’’—the entire 
unwelcome family of errors: inaccuracy, poor 
power, etc. 

Lifting the heel causes poor use of your body 
and often results in a “fat” shot (that is, hitting 
behind the ball). 

Correction 

The heel is crucial in the transfer of body 
weight from the back foot to the front foot. As in 
most areas of golf, there are at least two large ar- 
mies of opinion. 

In the case of the heel, both armies have expert 
leaders. Jack Nicklaus uses a slight rolling mo- 
tion of the foot and lifts his heel slightly as he sw- 
ings. Gene Littler uses a slight rolling motion, but 
his heel doesn’t lift. 

You should practice both of these methods and 
adopt whichever one cures your “menagerie” of 
heel-related faults.

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Brownies Bow To West Springfield, 6-1,

Cleanup hitter Tammy Landon strode 
to the plate and took a mighty and ferocious cut. 
The: result was a spinning popup that landed 
about six feet beyond the first base bag for an RBI 
single. Stone came back to get a lineout and two 
short fly balls to escape further damage: 

The Brownies went in order in the first inning 
and then had to fend off another big West Side 
chance. An infield throwing error had a runner on 
second with one out and a wild pitch moved her to 
third. Boisvere executed the safety squeeze to 
give the visitors the 2-0 advantage.

Brownies Cut The Lead 

With Laura Bielitz at the plate, Rapa delayed a 
steal of second and the catcher’s throw hit April 
in the foot. It caromed into deep left-center and 
the junior shortstop blazed all the way home to 
cut the lead to 2-1. 

Bielitz walked and one out later Angelini roped 
her second basehit of the game. Agawam couldn't 
plate either run as Kate Vivenzio popped out to 
terminate that threat. 

Agawam got its best baserunner aboard 
leading the fifth when Stephanie Mason walked.

Some Tough Turkey Hunting 


It took to the last day of the second season on 
turkeys for Kevin Manning of Agawam to shoot 
his first turkey. 

Three times Ted Leal and Kevin were interfered 
with while calling in a tom. The first time, they 
both were standing by large pine trees when a 
turkey answered Ted’s homemade call. Ted 
waited a good space of time before calling again. 

Suddenly, they heard the crashing of limbs of 
leaves behind them. Out of the morning darkness 
appeared another hunter that looked like he was 
stalking his ‘enemy. He was looking straight 
ahead, walking fast towards the tom that had gob- 
bied a few minutes before; what’s more, he walk- 
ed within a few feet of the waiting hunters and 
never saw them. 

Ted said that the stalker was so intense that he 
was afraid to talk to him, fearing that the man 
Lae be so startled he would swing around and 
shoot. 

This wasn’t a freak accident that a so-called 
turkey hunter was violating all the rules and 
methods of properly hunting turkeys. They had 
two more. similar incidents before Kevin shot his 
turkey with the Belgian Browning 870 12-gauge 
that Jim Wheeler’s father let them use. 

What is the answer? We have rules for properly 
hunting the birds; seminars are frequently held by 
adept hunters on the proper methods; and the 
Department of Fisheries and Wildlife has set up a 
system (in theory) that would make a hunter con- 
scious of what he was doing when turkey hunting, 
and would go a long way to prevent an accident. 

All you need is common sense by the hunter 
and his fear of hurting another human being. 
These two ingredients are very lacking these 
days. All the rules on the books don’t mean a hill 
of beans if they are not adhered to. 

Brian Blackak took his turkey, and Clyde Light 
—one of the best turkey hunters | know—took his 
21st tom since he started to hunt them. He has 
taken turkeys in Connecticut, New York, and 
Massachusetts. gl
